The Princess' lawyers refuse to lor- 
nlsh particulars of claim, but they as- 
sert that the document on which 
they base their claim is a regular con- 
tract in writing. 

Princess Radziwell was sentenced to 
two years imprisonment by the su- 
preme court of Cspe Colony, April 20, 
190a, for forgery in connection with 
notes purporting to have been indors- 
ed by the late Cecil Rhodes. Sbe 
was liberated from prison August 11 
last. The Rhodes estate amounts to

Recalls Marshfield Train Rob 
bery In Sixties. 



The TerrltorlsI Government of the 
Hawaiian Islands will appoint as su- 
perintendent of forestry this winter a 
man furnished it by the Bureau of 
Forrestry, who will take charge ol 
important projects for the betterment 
ol the Islands' forests. The man ap- 
pointed will have Ihe responsibilities 
first of determining the location and 
boundaries of a system of forest re- 
serves, sod later ol anperlntendiug a 
great deal of forest plautiog both on 
public and private lands. 

The forest conditions of the Islands 
are unlike any that prevail in this 
country. Mr. William L. llsll.ol 
the Bureau ot Fore.stry, who lias just 
returned from a two months' exami- 
nation of the Islands, reports pecnllsr 
and Interesting problems which for- 
estry most solve there The Islands 
contain scarcely any forests capable 
of yielding timber ol vaine ii>r lum- 
ber. Nearly all the lumber nse<l for 
bnildlng purposes comes irom the Pa- 
cific coast. But there are several hnn- 
dred thonaand acres ol forest land of 
the greatest vaine for protective pur- 
poses. Indeed, an great Is the Impor- 
tance ot these loresta that on their 
preservation depends the exUtence of 
the sugar industiy, and that Is equiv- 
alent to saying the continued prosper- 
ity of the Islands. The sugar export 
ot the last fircal year amounted to 
(25,000,000, and sugar is pMCtIcally 
the only export. The rsi.stng ot su- 
gar requires an enormoiM smonnt ol 
water, nearly all ol which mnst be 
snpplled by Irrigation, the water be- 
ing carried in flumes aod ditches frim 
the wet, mountainous parts ol the Is- 
lands to the dry plains on which the 
sugar cane is grown.

The search that for several days has 
been in progress in tlie Marshfield 
bottoms between Scootsburg and Sey- 
mour, Ind„ for an express safe sup- 
posed to have been buried by mem- 
bers oi the Reno gang at the time of 
the Marshfield train robbery In 1S68, 
revives interest in the most exciting 
period in the history ol Southern In- 
diana. The Marshfield robbery, in 
which a Jeffersonville, Madison and 
Indianapolis railroad train was held 
up and (96,000 stolen frpm the>x- 
press car, and the subsequent bang- 
ing the ptinclpala in the crime in the 
county jail iu New Albany by a mob 
oi masked men, was the climax of s 
series oi bold train holdups and 
express robberies on the old Jeffer- 
sonville, Madison and Indianap- 
olis road that had terrorizod the citiz- 
ens dnring the preceding five years. 
The men who were hanged in New 
Albany jail early in the morning of 
December 12, 1868, were Frank Wil- 
liam, Simeon Reno and Charles An- 
derson. 

lA special to the Cincinnati Com- 
rllerctal of Jnly 13, 1868, raid: “Sey- 

mour has enjoyed the reputation o 
being the headquarters of aa daring a 
■et ol scoundrels as ever cut a throat 
or rubbed an express car. The rob- 
beries commuted in its vicinity and 
elsewhere by parties who reside here 
and at Rockford, two miles north, 
have amounted to at least (500,000. 
The best thing that could be done for 
Seymonr wonid be to hang the lead- 
ing scoundrels and thus drive the 
otbers away, which the citizens arc 
now likely to Jo. 

MOB HANGS LIvADERS. 

This briefly sets forth the state ol 
afisirs that culminated in the bang- 
ing of the leaders ol the Reno gang In 
the Floyd county jail, in New Albany, 
by the “Jackson connty vigilance 
committee,” as the mob styled Itself. 
The banging took place between 3 
and 4 o'clock In the morning, Decem- 
ber 11, 1868, which was one ol the 
coldest daya in the history uf this sec 
.tion ol the country. It was accom 
plisbed iu less than twenty minutes. 
The mob arrived at 3 o'clock on a 
special J. M. and I. train, consisting 
of two passenger coaches and an en- 
gine, which used a torch (or a head- 
light. There were seventy-five or a 
hundred men. They moved prompt- 
ly and quietly to the jail. When 
qiiomas Fnllenlove, the deputy sher- 
iff, refused to give them the jail keys 
he was shot in the right arm and 
beaten Into snsenstbillty with the 
bntt of a pistol.
